With the naming of the Tampa co ting 
firm of Airport One to develop à master plan 
for the airport last week, city commissioners 
are on the way to gaining Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration funding: 

Before the FAA will even consider doing any 
work at an airport there must be a master plan 
submitted to them by an engineering firm on 
their approved list. 

For some time now the city has considered 
the merits of even going ahead with seeking 
the funding. There was apprehension that the 


city might be getting itself into more than it is 
bargaining for. 

Mayor Thomas Altman for some months has 
expressed caution in approaching any im- 
provements at the airport. He has continued to 
say that redtape and regulations might tie the 
city's hands. 

But last week the mayor and the commission 
voted to draw up a contract with the engineer- 
ing firm. 
^ Under the FAA requirements the engineer 
will study the airport and make a recommenda- 
tion. 

Once that takes place the FAA can either re- 
ject any improvements or go ahead with work 
on runways, lights, fencing and possibly other 


'Rice effect' phenomenon 


shows increas 


BELLE GLADE--Agronomists call it “the 
rice effect and each year they are discovering 
the benefits of this phenomenon. 

At the Eighth Annual Rice Field Day con- 
ducted at the Belle Glade Everglades Research 
and Батсабоп Center a group of scientists 
learned more about a subject of, great. impor- 
tance to growers in this area. 

For years researchers have noted that plan- 
ting rice in cane fields during the off-season 
has à bene! effect оп the, 

Each yest* о 


benefits are greáter than originally thought. 

Last week area growers and researchers 
learned the results of a number of studies done 
with rice on cane lands. 

On the average thé result of planting rice 
during the summer, as to leaving 
us fallow, was a significant increase in cane 
yeilds.. 

Also, there is a significant difference in the 
juice quality on the rice fields. 

This “rice effect” is nothing new. But each 
year it gains more support. 

Data collected from a number of fields show- 
ed that while a fallow field yielded abouit 40 
tons of cane, an adjacent “rice” field would 
yield over 50 tons. 

Scientific research has been collected for 
about five years. Prior to that rice was grown 
on Glades land as a cover crop, used to. flood 
fields and keep direct sunlight off fields. 

But scientists have shown that rice also adds

productivity to soil. Although the rice itself is 
not an economically outstanding crop, its 
benefits come in other ways. 

Another inportant facotr in rice production 
is use of the crop in the feeding of beef cattle. 
In this area, forage such as tropical grass 
hays and small grain straws, are so low in pro- 
tein and energy that cattle cannot consume 
enough of the forage to meet maintenance re- 


more and mae being valued as a cattle feed. 

The rice straw is treated with ammonia and 
its nutritive value is greatly improved. With 
the chemical treatment crude protein rises and 
animals experience wight gain. А 

In noting the rice effect, scientists caution 
that part of the effect may be attributed to the 
fertilizers put on the fields. 

Although this might account. for some of the 
aincrease in cane production, there is little 
doubt that the planting of rice plays a signifi- 
cant role in higher and better cane yields. 

Research contihues on dealing with insect 
pests and pesticides for the rice crops in this 
area. Scientists are also interested in increas- 
ing rice ferttility and working with different 
varieties of the crop. 

While rice in the Glades at this time is not 
considered a money-making crop, it cntinues to 
show promise in other ways.

Stop needless suits 


Another in a series of discrimination 
suits has been filed against sugar cane 
growers in the name of civil liberty by 
the. Florida Rural Legal Services and 
the Farmworkers Justice Fund. 

The suit claims those who hire cane 
cutters discriminate against domestic 
workers in favor of more subservient, 
faster, harder working cutters from 
the Islands. 

But it should be noted that the suit 
was filed on behalf of a group of Hai- 
tian aliens granted refugee status in 
this country, not native citizens. 

It’s not the first suit of its kind 
we've seen. Three years ago, a similar 


- suit filed in Immokalee was dismissed 


by a U.S. District Court in Miami. 
Discrimination charges have been.an 
ongoing thorn in the side of growers. 
"If we could find domestic workers 
who could cut the cane at a satisfac- 
tory rate we could save $290 per man 
each season," saíd George Sorn, 
general manager of the Florida Fruit 
and Vegetable Association, which 
hires most of the cutters for this 


* state's major growers. 


Industry officials have said time and 
time again that they would love to hire 
domestic workers. Those workers are 

‘just not willing put up with the admit-

tempting to find domestic workers - that in- 
cludes aliens granted refugee status. 

U.S. Sugar hires its own cutters, while the 
Florida Fruit and Vegetable Association sup- 
plies workers to the remaining majority of 
growers. 

The suit claims that: 

*The industry blacklists domestic workers 
who fail to complete the cutting season for any 
reason. 

*Growers go out of their way to find reasons 
to fire domestic workers. 

*One group handles all the hiring and sets all 
wages, thus eliminating competition. 

Experiences of several workers are also 
outlined in the suit. They say they were in- 
jured, not told about jobs or were told they 
were not fast enough. Each-was fired, the suit 
claims. 

Growers deny having a blacklist, deny any 
mistreatment or singling out of domestic 
workers and claim they would love to hire 
domestic workers. 

Companies currently pay to fly workérs to 
and from their home islands and supply hous- 
ing while they are working. 

"If we could find American workers who 
could cut cane át a satisfactory rate, we could 
save $290 per man each year," Sorn said.

less likely to complain about the brutal condi- 
tions that make cane cutting among the 
highest paid piecework in American 
agriculture. 

However, Kristine Poplawski, an attorney 
for, the Farmworker Justice. Fund, said 
domestic cutters are in a Catch-22 situation. 

“Foreign cutters are faster because they are 
more experienced. American cutters can’t get 
experience because the growers won't let them, 
said Poplawski. 

These foreign. workers are more docile, she 
added, and high pay and fear of deportation 
make them more compliant. 

"The sugar industry has foreclosed there be- 
ing any experienced domestic workers,” 
Poplawski said, '*you can go out and get ex- 
perience, and you will still not be hired once 
you're on a blacklist. 

Sorn and Terrill claim four of the Haitians 
named in Tuesday's suit were also plaintiffs in 
a suit filed three years ago by the Farmworkers 
Rights Organization in Immokalee. Many of 
the allegations are similar. 

The U.S. District Court in Miami 18 months 
ago dismissed the suit,-saying the plaintiffs 
had not pursued their grievances through ap- 
propriate administrative sources. 

Both men say it appears attorneys are 
prepared to try again when they failed to win 
the earlier suit. 
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Poplawski said she was not involved in the 
previous suit and that it has no relation to 
Tuesday's action. 

“This has nothing to do with the H-2 pro- 
gram," she said. "I think that's been their 
standard defense.. It's a little outrageous of 
them to point their fingers at Legal Services.” 


The attorney believes the industry has turn- 
ed the original intent of the H-2 program up- 
side down. The plan was to hire domestic 
workers when possible, but American workers 
are now being systematically left out. 

“There are specific, concrete grievances that 
growers violate antitrust, labor and employ- 
ment laws. It’s a valid lawsuit.” 


Both Terrill and Sorn are outraged that 
federally funded legal aid sevices can use tax 
money to continue a fight they say hee all 
ready been lost.
